**Does an engineer ever lose

sas City Star. For five years he had 
a night run from Kansas City to a di­ 
vision point between here and St. 
Louis. 
He never had a w reck and, to 
use his expression, ne “never even 
threw a shoe.** 
“But,** he says, “I’ve 
given 
the 
nails holdln* them shoes some awful 
wrenches.” 
He smiled when the questions were
